HOW TO WOO SLEEP. 


Rule* I»r Which % ictinm of In«omnl» 


May Find Keiief. 


The immediate cau^e of insomnia i* 


abnormal acthlty ot the brain, which 
draws an undue amount of blood to 
that organ.' Cold feet usually accom- 
pany a heated brain. To re-establish 
normal conditions the tension must bo 
removed and the blood drawn from the 
brain to the extremities, thus equaliz- 
ing circulation * 


A scientist who studies brain fas 


recommends gymnastiv- exercise to pre- 
cede repose. The lollowiug exercises. 
each repeated several times, are rec- 
ommended: Standing- normally, inhale 
slowly. 
Vigorously stretch the arms 


out horizontally from the shoulder's. 
energizing them to the lingei tips At 
the same time rise on the bails of the 
feet. 


After remaining motionless for a few 


moments slowly relax the arms, return 
to the normal poise and exhale. Stretch 
the arms in front of thf body and re- 
peat the exercise; also stretch them di- 
rectly upward and repeat. Unite the 
three movements of the arms, raising 
them horizontally forward and up- 
ward, rising on tbe balls of the feet, 
inhaling and exhaling as before. 


Xext stand with the weight on one 


foot 
Extend the other a long step 


diagonally forward, touching the toe 
to the ground. Partially transfer the 
weight to the forward foot at the 
same time bend that Unee as much as 
possible and raise the heel high from 
the ground, keeping the whole of the 
back foot on the ground until this posi- 
tion of the bent knee and the raised 
heel of the forward leg is firmly taken. 


Then gradually pull all but the toe 


of the l)ack foot from the ground. 
•while pressing down forcibly, as if 
overcoming a strong resistance, with 
the forward leg. The forward knee 
straightens, the -whole foot comes to 
tbe ground and the weight is trans- 
ferred to the forward leg during the 
movement Slowly transfer the weight 
to the back leg, forcibly pushing that 
foot to the ground as the heel of the 
forward foot rises. 


If sufficient force is exerted in press- 


ing the feet to the ground, after fi\e 
minutes' practice they will glow and 
tingle. That the extremities be warm 
Is a necessary condition for slumber. 
Many people are troubled with wake- 
fulness in the night after a short sleep. 
It requires determination to rise nnd 
take exercise, although that is the 
only way in which some persons can 
obtain relief.

CARE OF THE FEET.

and Injjrowlnit Noils. 


Tender feet are caused by vrraring 


stockings too tl'in for the weight of 
the shoe, and of course an ill shaped 
boot or fchoe or one not sufficiently 
porous to admit of the escape of per 
spirat'on will also cause tender feet, 
says the Philadelphia North American. 


The best treatment for tender feet is 


so.iking them nightlj in bran and wa- 
tei or salt water. Let them remain in 
the footbath fully half an hour. Noth- 
ing so rests tired feet as. the salt foot- 
bath. 


Coldness of the foot hiclicatos tlvli- 


ciite health and impaired c'n-u'ation. 
Cold feet are destroyeis cf complex- 
ions. It is said that rubbing the feet 
and ankles with the bare hands, press- 
ing just as strongly as the feet can or- 
dure, for ten or fifteen minutes every 
night jur-t before retiring will cure the 
most stubborn cases of cold feet. 


Corns arc horny indurations with a 


very sensitive nucleus or base and ap- 
pear on the exposed portions of the 
joints of the toes. They are certainly 
caused by an undue and continuous 
pressure and will usually disappear 
with large, easy shoes; otherwise, 
though frequently taken out, they 
will reappear. 


There are innumerable remedies for 


the removal of corns. The most com- 
mon and popular contain extract of 
cannabis indica and salicylic acid or 
lactic or acetic acid. The usual mode 
of usage is to apply the remedy for 
four or five nights consecutively. On 
the fourth or fifth night, if tbe appli- 
cation has been successful, after a hot 
footbath the corns can be picked out 
with the fingers. 


Xails that have a tendency to grow 


sidewise should be kept carefully par- 
ed. Where the nail grows into the 
flesh it may be cured by making a V 
shaped cut in the center, the broad 
part of the V at the top of the nail. 
For ingrowing nails Monin also ad- 
\ ises bandaging tbe toe with compress- 
es saturated with perchloratc of iron.

Hotr to Make mn Ottoman. 


An ottoman, if space will allow. Is a 


very useful tiling to have in a bedroom 
and would look well at the foot of the 
bed. This is easy to make at a \cry 
small cost, as an ordinary wooden box 
can be made to do duty. Line inside, 
not forgetting tbe lid, witli glazed lin- 
ing, or anything you may have by jou 
will do so long as it is clean awl tidy. 
If the bos you arc using possesses 
binges, so much the better, but if not 
you must get some, for it would be use- 
less without except for a seal. The out- 
side should be enameled—tbe box. part 
not the lid—and a flounce made long 
enough to reach the ground. The best 
way to Gx this is to SPW it on a tape, 
which in its turn is sewed to the lining 
of the box. The lid must next be 
measured and a cushion the exact size 
be made. The stuffing might bo of ex- 
celsior, bnt it must be vr-ry fuli and be 
finished off with a frill about four 
jaiches wide to cover the joint. A piece 
«C webbing or a strip of tbe material 
neatly doubled about eighteen inches 
long should be nailed to oitlier side to 
prevent tbe lid failing back too far 
when opened.

There are many rows of flue brown 
castle braid around it. all narrow as 
soutache except three in tbe center of 
the velvet. 


The neat blouse waist is made in the 


same way -with the inset and all cov- 
ered with braid, the belt and. high col- 
lar being done in the same war: so 
are the sleeves. A dainty little muff 
of seal, with panne ruffles to match 
the color, is worn. 


The hat worn with this dress is a 


model of a very graceful design. Tin: 
bat itself is of stitched cloth bound 
with velvet to match that in the dress. 
and at the left side are two wings 
shaded in delicate browns and tans.
